THE  PRINCIPAL

Queen's,  like  most  of  the  older  Universities  on  this  continent, 
began  its  life  as  a  training  school  for  the  Ministry  of  the  Church. 
It  has  expanded  during  its  94  years  of  life  far  beyond  its 
original  field,  but  still  continues  to  send  into  the  Church  trained 
Ministers  of  the  Gospel.  The  number  of  its  Divinity  students 
has  never  been  large,  but  they  have  been  distinguished 
after  graduation  by  a  certain  sturdy  independence  of  thought 
greatly  to  be  desired  among  all  Christian  Ministers.  Its 
Divinity  teachers  have  behind  them  the  traditions  of  great 
scholars  and  teachers  such  as  Cook,  Snodgrass,  G.  M.  Grant, 
McNaughton,  Ross,  Morgan,  Scott,  Jordan  and  Micklem.  The 
problems  of  the  present  day  are  in  many  ways  different  from 
those  of  a  generation  ago,  but  the  essentials  of  Ministerial 
training  remain  very  much  the  same.  It  cannot  be  too  strongly 
insisted  upon  that  the  Ministry  is  a  learned  profession,  and  not  a 
preaching  job. 

The  men  who  go  out  this  year  from  Queen's  to  serve  the 
Church  are  few  in  number,  but  they  have  had  the  solid  training 
of  the  Arts  course  in  the  University,  followed  by  three  years  of 
distinctively  Ministerial  training  to  fit  them  for  the  duties  of 
their  high  office  We  send  them  out  in  confident  expectation 
that  the  forces  working  for  righteousness  in  this  country  will  be 
greatly  strengthened  by  this  addition  to  their  ranks.

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History  of  Science  ’  35 


With  a  mingling  of  regret,  wonder  for  the  future,  but  still  a  vagrant 
sprinkling  of  relief,  Science  '35  finds  its  tenure  of  Queen's  slowly  going 
Not  the  nascent  holding  of  our  heartstrings,  but  rather  the  grip  we  feel  as 
we  wander  about  the  campus,  sit  at  lectures,  or  attend  the  various  social 
functions. 

We  feel  with  a  rightful  pride  that  we've  done  our  part  during  our 
brief  passages  from  fall  to  spring  of  each  year.  And  leaving  hope  that 
those  behind  follow  our  sincerity,  lifting  the  load  that  we've  done  our  best 
to  bear,  as  it  has  been  borne  before. 

We  entered,  as  do  all  freshmen,  the  greenest  of  the  green  From 
Vancouver,  from  Halifax,  from  mansion  and  from  farm  we  gathered  in  the 
fall  of  '31,  and,  with  a  few  shorn  heads  and  minor  penalties,  managed, 
under  the  guidance  of  President  Bob  Hay,  to  live  a  chaste  life  until  Xmas, 
then  till  the  spring  with  more  control  of  our  desires.

But  no  more  of  the  casual 
attendance  to  work,  it  came  fast  and  thick  and  gradually  grew  stiffer. 
Williams  again  at  the  helm.  While  the  Year  kept  up  its  name  for  suc¬ 
cessful  dances  with  another  "first  dance  of  the  n ew  year"  on  January  5th, 
1934  at  the  La  Salle. 

And  still  more  finals. 

And  so  the  final  return  in  the  fall  of  '34.  Soles  made  President  of  the 
Year,  and  Convener  of  as  fine  a  Formal  as  the  College  has  seen.  Williams 
finding  twenty-four-hour  days  all  too  short  as  President  of  the  Engineering 
Society.  And  Bob  Sheppard  on  the  A.M.S  Not  as  carefree  as  when  we 
first  started,  feeling  a  bit  bowed  under  our  work  and  responsibility,  but 
still  very  much  members  of  the  University.  Another  fine  dance  on  Janu¬ 
ary  4th,  again  at  the  La  Salle,  this  time  under  Joe  Middlebro's  guidance. 
And  finally  the  blow-out  we've  waited  four  years  for,  the  stag  dinner,  and 
dance  on  the  29th  of  March  with  Hcnk  Mclnnes  in  charge.  Anyone  on 
their  feet  at  the  end  shouldn't  have  been, 
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Science  ’  35 


As  in  classes  so  in  sports.  The  Year  has  managed  to  make  its  self 
heard.  Three  times  have  we  held  the  Interyear  football  title,  and  once  the 
hockey.  Sheppard  and  others  have  won  their  laurels  on  interfaculty  and 
intercollegiate  football  teams  Megill,  as  well  as  being  a  first  class  foot¬ 
baller,  has  managed  to  make  a  name  for  himself  on  the  basketball  floor, 
captaining  the  intercollegiate  team  this  year.  And  last  but  not  least  we 
have  Way  who  has  stacked  up  several  enviable  records  on  the  track. 

But  enough  of  History,  let  us  now  delve  into  the  future  as  custom 
demands.  Let  us  imagine  ourselves  transported  to  the  nether  regions. 

We  find  that  we  are  at  the  crossing  of  the  Styx,  Charron  lifts  his 
weary  head  disclosing  the  features  of  Jamieson,  while  the  boat  takes  on 
the  appearance  of  a  four  wheeled  wreck  Lying  on  the  bank  in  a  semi¬ 
coma,  under  our  feet,  is  one  McRoberts,  slide  rule  in  one  hand,  a  postage 
stamp  covered  with  figures  in  the  other,  finding  his  way  across  the 
river  by  the  principle  of  least  work.

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History  of  Meds  ’35 

In  the  autumn  of  39  a  foresighted  group  of  young  men  left  the  world  at  the 
close  of  its  prosperity  to  spend  the  years  of  depression  in  the  retreat  of  a  college 
cloister.  Early  in  the  course  a  committee  on  the  acquisition  of  titles  was  formed, 
and  functioned  so  efficiently  through  the  years  that  the  graduating  class  may  look 
back  on  a  collection  of  championships  that  is  not  equalled  in  the  records.  By  third 
year,  with  Peever  and  Hamlin  boxing,  Miller  and  Bateman  wrestling,  Bews  on  the 
basketball  team  and  Hamlin,  Glass,  Teskev  and  Anderson  in  intercollegiate  rugby 
the  class  was  beginning  to  be  known  about  the  campus  as  the  cradle  of  champions 
The  award  of  the  interyear  hockey  crest  was  a  foregone  conclusion,  from  the  time 
thct  35  as  freshmen  bowed  to  the  sophomore  skaters  only  because  they  were  hope¬ 
lessly  outnumbered.  The  "four  horsemen"  forward  line  was  separated  only  by 
penalties  and  Duke  Elliot  contributed  largely  to  their  success  in  his  capacity  of  sub 
and  counter-irritant. 
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The  class  has  participated  enthusiastically  in  six  years  of  town  and  college 
history.  They  did  yoeman  service  at  the  burning  of  the  time-honoured,  student- 
cursed  streetcars;  they  offered  their  valuable  assistance  freely  and  generously  to 
an  unappreciative  government  when  the  Portsmouth  postgraduate  school  of  science 
was  torn  by  revolution.  Of  their  six  medical  formals  they  perhaps  enjoyed  the  first 
and  the  last  to  the  fullest  extent,  one  seen  through  the  rose  glasses  of  adolescence, 
the  other  through  the  amber  glasses  of  semimaturity. 

Year  dances  were  held  seldom,  but  always  successfully,  and  in  all  such  activities 
Dr.  Mike  Tickle  has  shone  as  a  leading  light — a  red  one.  His  career  as  social  dic¬ 
tator  culminated  in  his  officiation  as  convener  of  the  last  At  Home  It  is  now 
generally  understood  that  the  extensive  additions  to  Mike's  wardrobe  immediately 
after  the  formal  were  purely  coincidental. 

Not  a  class  likely  in  the  nature  of  things  to  vegetate  in  dull  tranquillity,  the 
ebullient  spirits  of  35  have,  during  their  college  career,  been  stirred  more  than  once 
by  the  threat  of  civil  war;  but  in  retrospect  it  may  be  said  that  as  in  the  beginning 
they  pulled  together,  so  in  the  end  they  were  not  divided. 
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In  the  soft  brightness  of  a  convocation  morning  in  1945  we  straggle  about 
the  streets  and  the  campus,  striving  desperately  behind  fatuous  smiles  to  fit 
appropriate  names  to  vaguely  familiar  faces. 

The  pseudo-Siamese  inseparables,  Elliot  and  Preston,  are  now  readily  distin¬ 
guishable  by  reason  of  the  Duke's  having  become  very  bald  Worn  almost  to  fraility 
by  the  cares  of  his  fashionable  practice,  Irish  looks  wan  and  abstracted;  his  mind 
is  with  the  dowagers  who  are  his  trust.  Ted  Teskey  looks  strange  from  the  right  side 
because  of  the  new  ear  constructed  for  him  by  Col.  Ewart  under  Dr.  Austin's 
supervision  during  the  great  European  war  of  '39. 

The  aging  vice-principal  listens  sadly  to  Dr.  Tickle's  arrogant  defense  of  his 
action  in  landing  his  plane  on  the  Ban  Righ  roof,  and  finally  decides— "We  have  no 
recourse  but  to  charge  you  three  dollars  for  improper  registration." 

In  the  amphitheatre,  bored  seniors  look  beyond  Bill  Taylor's  transformation  and 
Scotty's  ringlets  to  where  Professor  Walker,  familiarly  known  to  the  school  as  "Old 
G.  C.",  trails  a  soothingly  sleepy  consideration  of  the  case  to  a  comfortably  indecisive 
conclusion.  The  place  is  unchanged. 

Students  of  this  generation,  to  experienced  eyes,  seem  definitely  inferior  to  the 
generation  of  seniors  we  knew.  They  seem  hopelessly  juvenile  and  happily  unaware 
of  the  magnitude  of  their  undertaking  The  battered  remnants  of  '35  regard  them 
with  patronizing  compassion  not  untinged  with  envy.  The  twelve  year  course, 
adopted  on  recommendation  of  the  medical  council  in  '42  has  made  student  life 
more  leisurely,  and  allowed  time  for  courses  in  Victorian  biography  and  wood¬ 
working  in  the  early  years,  but  even  with  this  broader  background  they  cannot 
hope  to  maintain  the  standards  of  the  old  days,  when  there  were  giants.  So  much 
may  also  be  gathered  from  the  conversation  of  Drs.  Bonnell  and  Murray,  compar¬ 
ing  notes  in  the  lead-walled  annex  which  houses  the  department  of  atomic 
therapeutics. 

Empty  chairs  at  the  reunion  at  the  Windsor  signify  the  absence  of  Stewart 
and  Templeton,  who  are  collaborating  on  the  psychoanalysis  of  some  co-eds  whom 
they  have  found  to  be  obsessed  by  distressingly  modernistic  ideas. 

At  Dr.  Austin's  house,  a  succession  of  small  groups  dodge  the  litter  of  collie  pups 
in  the  yard  on  their  way  to  pay  sometimes  belated  respects. 

At  the  Union,  the  hospital,  and  other  stamping  grounds  the  old  boys  find  reason 
for  pride  in  the  achievements  of  those  who  have  done  more,  and  for  comforting  assur¬ 
ance  in  the  records  of  the  rest,  who  have  settled  into  the  general  professional  routine 
which  once  they  looked  upon  as  hardly  offering  scope  enough  for  their  talents,  but 
which  looks  strangely  different  from  the  inside.

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ALMA  MATER  SOCIETY 


Student  government,  historically  strong  at  Queen's,  never  enioyed  greater  pres¬ 
tige  than  that  which  attaches  to  it  at  the  present  time. 

The  1933-34  Alma  Mater  Society  Executive,  through  no  fault  of  its  own,  left 
this  year's  Executive  a  legacy  of  debt  that  was  well-nigh  overwhelming  By  dint  of 
strict  economy  and  by  utilizing  a  reserve  accumulated  by  the  "Queen's  Journal", 
those  debts  were  completely  discharged  and  the  year  closes  with  the  prospect  of  a 
surplus  in  each  department  under  A.M.S.  jurisdiction.  Throughout  the  term  the 
Society  has  been  very  fortunate  in  its  choice  of  persons  responsible  for  financial 
undertakings. 

Discipline  has  been  well  maintained  within  the  student  body.  When,  as  in  the 
case  of  certain  "pep  rallies"  and  parades,  enthusiasm  got  beyond  bounds,  proper 
restitution  for  damages  was  made  through  A  M.S.  intervention.  The  fraternity  issue, 
in  itself  greatly  to  be  regretted,  requires  some  mention.  The  A.M.S.  Executive  and 
Court  carried  out  with  dignity  and  firmness  the  unpleasant  duty  of  prosecuting 
certain  members  of  the  Society  for  belonging  to  an  international  fraternity  in  con¬ 
travention  of  the  Constitution.  It  was  a  task  for  which  the  A.M.S.  had  no  relish, 
but  it  was  fulfilled  in  a  manner  that  commanded  admiration  both  within  and  with¬ 
out  the  University. 

One  of  the  highlights  of  the  year  was,  of  course,  the  visit  of  the  Prime  Minister 
of  Canada,  Rt.  Hon  R.  B.  Bennett,  to  deliver  his  Rectorial  Address  to  the  student- 
body.  The  Prime  Minister  was  elected  as  Rector  by  the  Alma  Mater  Society  and 
his  gracious  acceptance  of  the  office  for  a  term  of  three  years  confers  upon  the 
students  of  Queen's  an  honour  to  be  cherished. 

The  A.M.S.  Executive  also  deserves  a  large  meed  of  praise  for  sponsoring  a 
concert  by  Kayla  Mitzel,  talented  young  violinist  of  international  fame  First- 
mte  musical  events  are  all  too  few  in  Kingston,  and  this  novel  and  successful 
venture  of  the  Alma  Mater  Society  provided  a  rare  treat  for  music-lovers. 

Within  the  limits  imposed  by  the  need  for  rigid  economy,  the  A.M  S.  lent  its 
■financial  aid  and  encouragement  to  worthwhile  projects  on  the  campus.  The 
Queen's  Brass  Band,  in  particular,  made  such  splendid  progress  during  the  session 
that  an  anonymous  benefaction  of  $500  was  made  to  it  by  an  alumnus  of 
the  University. 

Credit  for  the  excellence  of  this  edition  of  "The  Tricolor"  is  wholly  due  to  the 
untiring  efforts  of  its  Editor-in-Chief  and  his  colleagues. To  the  Alma  Mater  Society 
go  additional  laurels  for  safeguarding  the  future  of  the  publication  To  this  end  the 
Society  has  instituted  an  improved  system  of  book-keeping  and  has  framed  a  con¬ 
stitution  for  "The  Tricolor"  which  will  place  it  on  a  much  sounder  basis  than 
heretofore. 

The  exigencies  of  space  prevent  the  presentation  of  other  constructive  deeds 
which  the  Alma  Mater  Society  has  accomplished;  and  all  in  all,  it  has  been  a 
good  year. 
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Looked  upon  as  the  dark  horse  of  the  Intercollegiate  Rugby  Union,  after  their 
surprise  showing  in  1933,  Queen's  senior  football  squad,  coached  once  again  by  the 
wily  Ted  Reeve,  proved  to  be  just  that  and  more  during  the  1934  campaign.  After  a 
thrilling  season  marked  by  several  brilliant  displays  of  gameness  the  Tricolor  warriors 
were  returned  winners  in  the  College  circuit  for  the  first  time  since  1930.  Two  pre¬ 
season  exhibition  contests  were  lost,  but  the  boys  soon  began  to  demonstrate  the 
type  of  play  expected  of  them. 
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In  the  first  game  Queen's  defeated  Western  2-1  at  the  Richardson  Stadium  on 
a  rain-swept  gridiron.  This  was  the  first  of  a  series  of  games  decided  by  a  one  point 
margin,  in  which  the  Tricolor  came  out  on  the  long  end  of  the  score  on  all  but  two 
occasions.  In  Montreal  the  following  week-end,  the  Tricolor  rallied  toward  the  end 
of  a  great  struggle  making  it  two  successive  victories,  this  time  at  the  expense  of 
McGill's  stubborn  Redmen.  The  score  was  5-4 
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Deprived  of  four  star  players,  three  of  whom  were  first  string  men,  by  the 
famous  fraternity  fracas,  Queen's  amazed  the  critics  by  outplaying  a  highly  rated 
Varsity  twelve  to  win  their  third  straight  victory  bv  a  score  of  4-3.  As  a  result 
of  this  great  triumph  the  "Fearless  Fourteen"  jumped  into  the  league  leadership 
and  were  now  regarded  as  the  team  to  defeat.  At  Toronto  the  next  week  Queen's 
lost  a  tough  7-6  verdict  to  the  Blues  in  a  hard  fought  battle  that  was  decided 
only  in  the  last  minute  of  play.

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In  a  year  when  four  major  intercollegiate  championships — Football,  B.W.  &  F., 
Women's  Basketball  and  Women's  Tennis — have  come  to  Queen's,  and  in  which  the 
Alma  Mater  Society  has  been  called  upon  to  make  a  number  of  important  decisions, 
news  stories  in  the  "Journal"  have  been  plentiful.  Rt.  Hon.  R,  B.  Bennett's  Rec¬ 
torial  Address,  speeches  by  Hon.  Cairine  Wilson,  Dame  Janet  Campbell,  Professor 
Julian  Huxley,  Miss  Agnes  MacPhail  and  others  have  provided  the  "Journal"  with 
more  than  the  usual  amount  of  copy.  It  has  been  the  policy  of  the  staff  to  present 
this  news  impartially  and  as  fully  as  space  permits. 

In  the  fall  semester  the  "Journal"  became  the  first  Canadian  member  of  the 
Association  of  College  Editors — an  international  organization  whose  object  it  is  to 
stimulate  discussion  of  international  problems  among  college  students  and  to  pro¬ 
mote  a  more  comprehensive  understanding  of  world  news.  A  semi-weekly  column 
entitled  "Horizon"  has  been  supplied  by  the  Association  and  published  in  the 
"Journal".  "Horizon"  has  been  well  received,  covering  as  it  does  important  current 
events  of  world  interest,  articles  by  prominent  journalists  and  other  public  men. 
Among  the  achievements  of  the  A.C.E.  during  the  year  was  the  Peace  Poll,  con¬ 
ducted  in  co-operation  with  the  Literary  Digest  in  117  colleges  and  universities  in 
the  United  States  with  Queen's  University  representing  the  Canadian  undergraduate 
viewpoint. 

A  substantial  increase  in  advertising  has  been  accompanied  by  a  satisfactory 
increase  in  profits  which  will  enable  the  "Journal"  staff  to  bring  its  equipment  up 
to  date  and  make  a  number  of  improvements  in  the  make-up  and  content  of  the 
paper  beside  leaving  a  good  margin  for  a  larger  outlay  in  cuts  and  telegraph  ser¬ 
vices  next  year. 

The  staff  for  1935-36  is  well  fitted  to  carry  on  the  work  of  improvement  and 
to  develop  further  the  almost  unlimited  possibilities  of  the  "Journal".

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With  the  1935  edition  the  Tricolor  mokes  its  thirtieth  bow  to  the  graduating 
classes,  tricked  out,  as  befits  such  an  occasion,  in  the  newest  finery.  The  chief 
object  of  the  present  editor  has  been  to  modernize  the  artistic  treatment  of  the 
whole  book  so  as  to  present  the  contents  in  as  attractive  a  manner  as  possible,  and 
at  the  same  time  to  balance  the  budget.  Though  the  material  and  arrangement 
are  substantially  the  same  as  in  other  years,  several  changes  will  be  noted  and,  we 
trust,  approved.  The  graduates'  pictures  have  been  re-grouped  and  enlarged;  a  new 
and  more  attractive  type-face  has  been  employed;  more  space  has  been  allotted  to 
the  "College  Life"  section  and  photos  have  been  selected  to  represent  a  wide 
range  of  campus  life,  both  serious  and  humorous.  The  decorations  have  been 
redesigned  throughout  with  an  eye  to  effective  simplicity.  Much  credit  is  due  to 
Messrs.  Archer,  Cooper  and  Hay,  who  found  time  between  labs  and  lectures 
to  execute  the  remarkably  clever  photographic  studies  which  adorn  the  title 
and  sub-title  pages.  An  observant  eye  will  readily  discover  those  minor  changes 
which  are  too  many  to  be  numbered  here. 

But  there  remains  much  to  be  done.  As  a  first  step  the  Alma  Mater  Society 
has  recently  taken  over  the  Tricolor  as  its  official  year  book  and  this  is  the  last 
edition  to  be  published  by  and  for  the  graduates  exclusively.  In  the  future  it  must 
be  a  record  of  the  year's  activities  at  Queen's,  recording  all  incidents  of  import¬ 
ance,  embodying  all  that  is  best  and  most  characteristic  of  our  University,  and  thus 
having  an  interest  for  all  students  of  whatever  year.  To  further  this  end  it  has 
seemed  to  the  present  editor  that  photography  must  play  an  ever  greater  part  in 
the  book,  and  on  his  recommendation  the  Alma  Mater  Society  has  created  a  new 
office  on  the  staff. 

The  Tricolor  continues  to  sell  at  the  traditional  though  unpopular  price  of  other 
years.  Until  a  much  larger  sale  can  be  guaranteed — until,  in  fact,  the  sale  is 
extended  to  the  whole  body  of  students — the  price  cannot  be  substantially  reduced 

But  before  sales  can  be  increased  the  necessary  demand  must  be  created.  If  it 
has  accomplished  nothing  else  the  staff  of  '35  believes  that  it  will  leave  its  suc¬ 
cessors  some  slight  evidence  of  the  potentialities  of  the  book,  evidence  on  which  to 
base  a  "selling  argument"  when  approaching  the  junior  years  for  their  support. 

And  now  we  slip  from  our  shoulders  the  burden  of  a  year's  editing — in  good 
order,  we  trust,  for  those  who  will  take  it  up — and  conclude  by  wishing  the  graduates, 
one  and  all,  the  best  of  luck.
